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Pope, bishops, women discuss 


Priesthood—major topic 
from Rome to Baltimore

Priestly ordination. and celibacy were 
major topics of discussion in the Catholic 
church during early November, with 
comments coming from such diverse 


~sources as Pope John Paul II, the president 


of the National Federation of Priests’ 
Councils, Cardinal John Krol of Philadel- 
phia and participants in the Women’s 
Ordination Conference. 


The pope reaffirmed the Latin-Rite 
tradition of priestly celibacy and called for 
“ourity of doctrine and sound discipline” in 
the church, during separate talks Nov. 9 to 
Rome clergy and U.S. bishops. He said the 
priesthood is nota part-time job butacallto 
give witness ° ‘with our whole being.” 


z DURING an audience with Cardinal Ugo 
- Poletti, papal vicar for the Rome diocese, 


and the clergy of the diocese, Pope John 
Paul said priests. “are necessary as those 
who give witness and awaken in others the 
need to give witness. And if at times it may 
seem that we are not necessary, that 
means we must begin to give a clearer 
witness.”

IN A TALK the same day to 18 bishops 
fromthe United States’ Midwest and South, 
Pope John Paul expressed an “ardent 
desire” that “a new emphasis on the 
importance of doctrine-and discipline will 
be the postconciliar contribution of your 
seminaries.” The bishops were inRome for 
their official five-year visits Ss report on 
their dioceses. 


Pure doctrine and sound discipline 
“intimately depend on every new genera- 
tion of priests,” he said, recalling. Pope 
John: XXIHII’s comment that the greatest 
concern of Vatican I! was “that the sacred 
deposit of Christian doctrine should: be 
more effectively guarded and taught” and 
John Paul l’s pledge “to maintain intactthe 
real discipline of the church in the life of 
priests and the faithful.” 


Cardinal Krol had expressed similar 


views.a few days earlier when he told 25 
seminarians that candidates for the 
priesthood are “called to be loyal to Christ, 
to his vicar on earth and to your local 
Ordinary who governs the diocese in the

name and with the authority of Christ 
himself.” 

HE ALSO WARNED against what Pope 
Paul VI called “a mania of laicization, 
(which) has ripped the external ornaments 
of the sacred habit, substituting a showy 
secular vanity.” Noting that the cassock “is 
still the prescribed garb of priests and 
seminarians in church and chapel,” he 
added: “Be witnesses. Be seminarians. 
Look, act and dress like seminarians.” 


Whatever the priestly years might bring, 
Cardinal Krol told the seminarians, “yours 
will be a life of obedience.” 


But not everyone speaking on the :

priesthood had the same views. Patton: 
James Ratigan, president of the National 
Federation of Priests’ Councils, called on 
the U.S. church to “seriously consider the 
necessity of ordaining married men in 
order to respond to the pastoral. needs of 
the people.” 


WRITING in the November issue of 
Priests-USA, a publication of the Chicago- 
based federation, Father Ratigan said 
there are “no theological arguments 
opposed to married men being ordained 
(as priests). He said he based his 
recommendation, in part, on the increas- 
ing number of small faith communities 
which need ministers. 


“It seems obvious that there will not be 


sufficient ordained celibatesto providethe. 


eucharistic leaders for these communi- 
ties,” he said. “! believe the church must 
consider the possibility of a-non-celibate 
priesthood. The first step, consequently, 
would be the ordination of married men, 
especially those who are functioningasthe 
‘defacto’ leaders in local communities.” 


At past convocations of NFPC House of 
Delegates, resolutions have been approv- 
ed which favored the ordination of married 
men, the relaxing of church legislation 
which forbids clerics to marry, the 
restoration of full faculties to priests who 
have married, and the ordination of 
women. 


THE LAST TOPIC was the raison d'etre of 


the Women’s Ordination Conference, 
which-held an international meeting in 
Baltimore Nov. 10-12. As an estimated 
2,000 participants began to convene, 
Archbishop: William. D. Borders of Balti- 
more announced plans for. a two-day 
seminar next spring on the role of women’s 
ministry in the Catholic church. 


But he said the topic of women’s 
ordination “raises expectations that 
cannot be met in view of present church 
teaching.” 


Among. resolutions. affirmed. by the 
women at the meeting were recommenda- 
tions for continued dialogue with U.S. 
bishops, urging them to open'the office of 
preaching towomen. Representatives also 
called for an international Women’s 
Ordination Conference in Rome in 1980. 


MANY participants said that they feel 
personally called to ministry, but see the 
ministry itself as different from priesthood 
as it is known today. 


“Itis no longer sufficient to use the term 
‘priesthood’ to identify Christian leader- 
ship,” according to Eileen Stenzel, director 
of the Center of Women’s Studies at 
Scarritte College, Nashville. “The tradition 
on which it rests: the dominance of active 
‘male-like’ leadership and the subordin- 
ance of passive ‘lay’ participation charac- 
teristically ‘female’ is no longer plausible.” 

The ordination of women to the priest- 


hood is one aspect of systematic trans- 
formation of ministry with the church, ac- 


cording to Patricia Hughes, director of - 


campus ministry at Mundelein College, 
Chicago.

authoritarian model of decision-announc- 
ing. 
“We are part of an enormous pressure 


coming from below, pressure which could 


wrench apart the surface fissures of our 
church and leave chasms of division.in its 
wake,” she said. 

“What | am asking for, perhaps with you, 
is a process that will set in motion an all- 


‘embracing pastoral plan whereby the 


entire church can test and affirm the call,” 
she said. Hughes said that today hundreds 
of candidates for the priesthood, married 
and single, women and men, “have faith 
communities-which confirm the mes- 
sages of their hearts.” Yet they are being 
turned way, she said. 


ORDINATION to the priesthood should 
not be denied to qualified. candidates 
simply because they are women, or 
because they are married, or because they 
would -like to keep open the option of 
marriage, said Father Richard McBrien, 
professor of theology at Boston College 
and director of its institute of Religious 
Education and Pastoral Ministry. He 
added that ministry is a form of service 
which is not restricted to those who are 
ordained. 


“The problem in odes s church, andthe 
challenge for tomorrow’s is not that there 
is too much authority around, but that 
there isn’t enough real authority; not that 
there is too much power around, but that 
what power there is is badly used; and not 
that there are too many official ministries 
around, but that so many of them are too 
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and the importance of doctrine and 
discipline, during talks last week to 
Rome clergy and 18 U.S. bishops.

RESPONDING to Archbishop Quinn's 
statement, the conference task force said, 
“The bishops are always telling us what 
the roles of women are in the church. But 
we Claim the same role as the women who 
were present at the crucifixion and 
resurrection of Jesus the Christ: ministry 
to people in need, both in pain and in you. 


“There were no bishops there then, “the 
task force said.” It is our observation that 
the bishops are like the Apostles. They 
always arrive late, and a-little out of 
breath.”

LONDON—The general synod of the Anglican 
Church of England voted to seek the view of the 
nation’s 43 dioceses on the controversial issue of 
allowing remarriage in church of divorced people. 


VATICAN CITY—Man is not at the service of 
social, economic, political and cultural systems, 
rather the systems must be for man, Pope John 
Paul II said at his general audience Nov. 8. 


BONN, West Germany—The Catholic church will 
oppose anti-Semitism and racial hatred in its 
preachings and teachings, said Cardinal Joseph 
Hoffner of Cologne, West Germany, chairman of the 
West German Bishops’ Conference, ina letter to the 
Central Jewish Committee in West Germany. 


ROSEAU; Dominica—Dominica, a self-governing 
state of the British Commonwealth in the West 
Indies, became an independent nation Nov. 3. Of 
the 80,000 inhabitants, 90 percent are Catholic. 


MADRID, Spain—Approval by. the Spanish 
Parliament of the draft of a democratic constitu- 
tion poses a challenge to Catholics regarding state 
financial support of the church, marriage, 
education and possibly abortion. 


TORONTO—An interfaith group, including 
Christian and Jewish leaders, criticized as an 
example of “anti-religious bias” a publicly funded 
Canadian TV series whose stated purpose was to 
examine historically Christian responsibility for 
anti-Semitism. 


MILAN, Italy—The right of the sick to care takes 
precedence over the right to strike, said Cardinal 
Giovanni Colombo of Milan regarding the current 
strike by Italy’s 300,000 hospital workers. 

LONDON—The general synod of the Anglican 
Church of England rejected the ordination of 
women Nov. 8, although a resolution favoring 
female priests received substantial support.

CHICAGO—Public policy on abortion in the 
United States suffers from “virulent disagreement” 
on the value of fetal life, said Jesuit Father Richard 
McCormick of Georgetown University in a talk 
delivered at DePaul University. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.—“Major changes are needed in 
the way the Vatican speaks to the media and 
through them to the world,” Russell Shaw, U.S. 
Catholic Conference secretary for public affairs, 
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Thomas and Christine Amato of Baltimore 
recently returned after serving as lay Maryknoll 
missionaries in Nicaragua because they feared 
there might not be a hospital left by the time 
Christine is ready to deliver their baby in 
January. The hospital they planned to use was 
bombed during the recent civil turmoil and only 
one other hospital remains in the area where 
they served.

BALTIMORE—As women began gathering in this 
city for an international meeting of the Women’s 
Ordination Conference, Archbishop William 
Borders of Baltimore announced plans for a two- 
day seminar next spring on the role of women’s 
ministry in the Catholic church. 


SHAMOKIN, Pa.—Japan “has many special gifts, 
except one: the gift of faith,” said Augustinian 
Father Tom Purcell, who has lived in Japan for 26 
years. Catholics in Japan number only about 
Bee in a population of about 110 million, he 
said.

‘Straling’s ‘starting team’

SAN BERNARDINO—A pastoral 
approach with less bureaucracy and more 


- grassroots involvement is the game plan 


of Bishop Phillip F. Straling, who 
announced what he called’ his “starting 


team” during a morning news conference _ 


last Friday. (See page 11 for full list of 
appointments). 


Innovations, in keeping with his people- 
oriented philosophy, are to have three co- 
chancellors instead of the usual one; to 
name: the diocese’s official offices the 
Diocesan Pastoral Center instead of the 
traditional Chancery Office; and to give 
episcopal vicars, one of whom will be a 
woman, as much authority as church law 
will allow. 


A TWO-STORY office building at 
Magnolia and D streets is the planned site 
for the Pastoral Center, provided escrow 
closes “within a couple of days,” the 
bishop announced. 


_ Major appointments included that of 
Msgr. John J. Bradley as vicar general, 
second in command and acting bishop in 
the bishop’s absence or death. Msgr. 
Bradley has been pastor at St. Bernardine, 
San Bernardino, since 1961. 


Two of the co-chancellors—one for 
pastoral and one for financial affairs— 
were named, but a third, for Hispanic 
affairs, was put off for three to four weeks 
at the request of Equipo Pastoral (the 
pastoral team seeking to nominate three 
candidates and present a job description 
to the bishop). The co-chanceflor for 
Hispanic affairs also will serve as Hispanic 
vicar, Bishop Straling said. 


“THE VICARS will be the key people,” he 
said later. “They will be the key in helping 


the priests, sisters and laity on problems 


that arise and will grant dispensations and 
faculties, except in areas reserved for the 
bishop or not allowed under church law.” 


That authority is part of the bishop's 


decentralization plan. The current pro- 

tem vicars will continue in their positions 
until new appointments are made within 
the month, he said. 


The co-chancellors, 
Straling prefers —to call facilitators, 
probably will serve three-year terms, but 
that decision has not yet been finalized. 
Except for the Hispanic chancellor/vicar, 
the jobs are not fulltime. 


FATHER Edward Cronin, pastor of St. 


Anthony parish, was named co-chancellor 
for pastoral affairs, and Holy Ghost Father 
Peter Covas, pastor of St. Catherine parish, 
Riverside, will be co-chancellor for 
financial affairs. Both pastors are also pro- 
tem vicars for San Bernardino and 
Riverside deaneries, respectively. 


Other appointments not yet made 
include superintendent of Catholic high 
schools and vicar for religious-women, 
which Bishop Straling said will be filled by 
a woman nominated by the sister deans. 


Bishop Straling said his “mini diocesan 
plan” is flexible. “We're starting from

scratch, and we're not following what has 
been done in San Diego,” he said. “San 
Diego has its own pastoral plan and it’s 
working for them. We’re developing our 
own, which | hope will be appropriate for 
our diocese and the needs of San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties.” 


HE SAID that when the co-chancellors 
are working at the Pastoral Center, 
assistance will be sent to their parishes. 
“All of those being called upon are already 
very busy, and we just don’t have a great 
flood of priests to put into positions 
fulltime,” he said. 


Of the co-chancellors, he said, “They 
will be pastorally oriented. This is critical. 
They are to be people of the parish, people 
of the people.” 


He commented that if there were any 
announcement he would be making, he 
wished it could have been the naming of 
the Hispanic vicar. He said he asked

__ parishes throughout the U.S. on the 
‘ uray preceding Thanksgiving. 


~ This year’s collection will be on Sunday, 
Nov. 19, and its theme i is “Where there’s a 
thirst for justice.” ~ 


LAST YEAR diocesan giving exceeded 
the $50,000 mark for the first time. 


In accordance with the program’s 
guidelines three-fourths of the amount, 
$42,285, was remitted to the CHD national 
office. and one-fourth remained in the 
diocese for local self-help projects. 


Bishop Leo te Maher, ina letter to parish 


priests concerning the annual collection, 


said: 


“THE FUNDS raised have enabled 
people to work together for long-range 


solutions to poverty in the areas of legal 


aid, health care, education, housing; 
social development, economic develop- 
ment and communications.”

HE POINTED out that 96 cents of every 
dollar donated goes to grants, and that 
almost 70 percent of the projects reach 
their objectives. 


“Most of the grants, | think 78 this year, 


go to*community organizations,” Father 
Mottet said: “They go to people who know 
what their problems are and who have 
been outside the decision-making 
process-to gain some control.” 

And that is the goal of the Southeast San 
Diego Sponsoring Committee, which 
began with a $15,000 grant from the 
diocese. 


A FULL-TIME, specially trained 
organizer helps members of the Southeast 


~ San Diego community organize to improve 
~ local neighborhood conditions. 


Hal Rowe, who heads the campaign in 
the diocese through Catholic Community 
Services, said CHD funds are “seed 
money” to get self-help projects launched. 


Only about one in eight projects which 
apply for grants are funded, the average 
grant being $50,000, he added.

“CHD really works, allowing sate to 
broaden their economic opportunities and 
develop their human potential,” Rowe said 
in urging another generous response to 
the CHD collection.

FATHER Conwill told his 
audience, “One of the great 
challenges you have before 
you is to improve racial 
relationships in our society 
and church. | know I’m 
touching a delicate issue, 
but we need to address it. 


“We have to eliminate

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A time to keep 


By Michael Newman 


Do you remember last Jan. 22 when-the right to 
life protest marches all over the country once again 
proclaimed opposition to the U.S. Supreme Court's 
1973 ruling permitting general abortion? Do you 
remember that some 75,000 people marched and 
paraded in Washington, D.C., as a protest, but not 
one picture appeared on network television of the 
event. The organizers were told it was not so 
unusual a number—75,000. 


But last week, when 35 persons paraded with 
signs for a very short time outside the hall where 
Bishop Phillip Straling was being ordained as 
bishop for the new San Bernardino diocese, 
television cameras for the networks were there. 
And last Thursday the ABC “Good Morning 
America’ show had the temerity to feature 
coverage of the ordination—which was coverage of 
the protest. While nearly 3,000 persons inside the 


hall at Raincross Square, Riverside, were cele- . 


brating the ordination, the ABC people concen- 
trated on 35 dissident Hispanics outside and even 
went so far as to interview one of the priests who 
stayed away in protest. 


The protestors represent nobody but them- 
selves, and they are a small minority among the 
large number of Hispanics in the new diocese. But 
for TV purposes, 35 was enough in order to fake a 
story of coverage of the ordination. The CBS crew 
who were alongside me in the press gallery for the 
ordination didn’t do any better. They became 
bored with the proceedings after some early preli- 
minary shots, and actually left before the 
ordination took place, and featured the protest. 


The television stations solemnly show a seal of 
their Code of Ethics at the start and end of each day. 
One can only wonder what their code of ethics 
says—and if it says anything, does it mean 
anything? The superficial “action at any price” type 
of reporting on television is a constant disservice to 
a great medium. You can buy your way in air time if 
you shout, hold a banner—and be on their 
approved fist of protestors. 


4,000 not enough 

By coincidence, it was the same San Diego 
Channel 10, which carried the ABC Good Morning 
America program last week, which last January 
completely ignored the 4,000 people who marched 
for life. Not only did they ignore such a large

protest, but actually showed pictures of the 100 
pro-abortionists counter-protesting last Jan. 22. 
They blamed it on a slip-up in their newsroom 
communications. We can only wonder. 


Freedom from restraints 


It is this same television and radio waculetry which 
our local Congressman Lionel Van Deerlin now 
proposes to free from all licensing controls which, 
at least, presently, keep these particular media 
from getting completely out of hand. 


The industry has failed almost completely to 
behave in a responsible manner with the most 
potent instrument for knowledge and good that has 
come to mankind since creation. Freed from even 
the minor restraining which FCC licensing now 
imposes on it, one can only view with trepidation 
what a large volume of junk “food” will be served up 
if these regulations are removed. 


Some of the best television-in the world comes 
from those countries which have kept the right kind 
of control on TV, where the god is not named 
Nielsen and where the almighty advertising dollar 
is not the yardstick by which you judge the value of 
a show. 


No one responsible 


It was perhaps significant that daring a recent 
address to the National Academy of Arts and 
Sciences in Boston, James H. Rosenfield, presi- 
dent of CBS television, spoke with some pride of the 
fact that television is now so big an industry that no 
one can be held responsible for it. Out of 726 
commercial stations, some 15 are owned by the 
networks. More than 500 corporations advertise 
over 2,000 products nationally, in addition to local 
advertisers. And the total advertising spending is 
$6 billion a year.

It is only human to respond with 
hurt and, perhaps, anger when we or 
those we care about are victimized, 
but to react in that mood—with

On Nov. 18, 1928, “Steamboat Willie” 
opened at the Colony Theater in New York. 
It was the first cartoon to use the new 
sound systern.that was revolutionizing the 
movies and it made an international star of 
a happy-go-lucky mouse in short pants 
and clodhoppers. 


For the next 10 years, through the worst 
of the Depression, a new Mickey Mouse 
cartoon was released by the Walt Disney 
Studios almost every month, to the delight 
of audiences, young and old, here and 


_ abroad. 


There was something about the feisty 
little mouse—his infectious optimism, 
determined single-mindedness, down- 
home earthiness, enterprising practi- 
cality—with which people identified. 


He was honored by the League of 
Nations, castigated by the Nazis, analyzed 
by intellectuals, praised by art critics, but 
no one was ever able to explain ade- 
quately what it was about the mouse that 
made him so popular around the world 
during his 1930s heyday.

damage. We cannot decry someone 
else’s malice while acting maliciously 
towards him and claim sympathy or 
justification. 


AND YET, very often, that is exactly 
what we do. We abhor someone's 
impoliteness and yet seem drawn to 
act rudely in return. We respond to 
personal attacks by angry counter- 
attacks. Someone is “objectionable” 
and we refuse to associate with him 
and usually make our intentions 
known. in an equally objectionable 
manner. 


It is even worse when we feel 
ourselves moved by concern, not for 
ourselves, but for another and 
constitute ourselves his or her 
champion. “Righteous anger’ is a 
singularly unpleasant emotion, | 
think, accompanied as it usually is by 
a strong desire to punish. 


However much: we may . find it 
necessary to restrain ourselves from 
retribution—or at least be more subtle 
about it—when we happen to be the 
victims, if we conceive ourselves to be 
at the defense of a friend or one we 
admire, we do not allow ourselves 
such inhibitions. 


A FRIEND is injured, a great man 


harmed, a cherished project vilified - 


and in the name of justice we are 


where he could take a more objective look 
at the American movie and its influence. 
Needless to say, the vast amount of reruns 
and late movies on TV has increased the 
influence of these movies. 


Liberation, of course, is a basic human 
theme, and the basis of much theology. 
Many American films, which were made 
simply for profit and escapism, would 


‘seem to have little to offer in this line. 
That of course is not true. An American ~ 


film which shows the average working 
man and his family as the proud po- 
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The open-handed response 


launched on an offensive of character 
assassination, scandal, perhaps even 
threatening the offender’s livelihood. 
Who, then, is the injured one? Is the 
one any less injured because we have 
done the injury? 

And so the damage is increased, the 
malice doubled, forgiveness and 
compassion the casualties. And what 
good has been done? How much 
better to “let it go” and witness only by 
our generosity or lack of it to the 
untruth or injustice or the original 
injury! 

We are so hasty in our judgements, 
so quick in our rejections! It is just as 
well that it is not in that kind of image 
that we reflect God, or we would all 


' have been found wanting and 


condemned long ago! 


WE NEED to: allow people time to 
change their minds and attitudes. We 
need to concede them the right to 
reflect and experience remorse for 
injury they have inflicted. When we 
accost and challenge and denounce, 
we make it difficult for a person to feel 
shame and regret but increase the 
possibility of spurring him to renewed 
resentment that will probably emerge 
later in further unkindness. 


Odd as it may seem, we,owe 
something to those who harm us in 


sessors of two or three cars, has a 
tremendous impact on the conscious- 
ness of a Chilean worker who may have a 
rough time coming up with the price of a 
movie ticket. 


Some of the Hollywood directors and 
writers did have ideological directions to 
lead their work. This is much more true of 
European film makers, and of almost 
crippling import to communist directors. 
But whether there is the intent or not, 
everything from comedy to high drama 
does produce some aspect of the human 


some way. We owe them forgiveness, 
of course—not because of what they 
have done, but for what we have done 
and been forgiven. We owe them 
space and freedom to reconsider 
without feeling crowded or coerced. 


We owe them the same kind of 
concern and tolerance we give our 
friends, for it was of these that Christ 
said “Love your enemies.” It is easy to 
cancel out people we believe to be 
intolerant or hypocritical or vindictive. 
It is very soothing to the ego. How 
complacent we can feel in 
comparison! But if this were the 
Christian way, who could escape 
cancellation? If we cannot be faulted 
in one way we can certainly be faulted 
in another. 


HOWEVER MUCH we feel drawn to 
deliver justice, however blatant the 
injustice, we need to remember that 
that is not our prerogative. If we are to 
intervene, let it be after due reflection, 
without anger, and only if we are 
satisfied that it is truly in the interest 
of good. 


God knows more trouble is caused 
through heated reaction than any 
single issue. And then, perhaps, more 
and more, we will find ourselves 
saying “Let it go. It is not that 
important.”

Father George Gonzalez and Father Peter 
Luque to come and tell of the delay to 
representatives of the press “so they will 
believe me.” 


“ONE OF MY primary concerns is team- 


work,” the bishop said. 


At the end of the conference, Father 
Gonzalez congratulated Bishop Straling 
for .his sensitivity to the needs of the 
Hispanic community. 


The bishop replied that the needs are 
real, but that “the unity of all Christians is 
what we’re looking for, without destroying 
or taking away any of the culture or 
practices that particular people have, and 
that includes black Catholics and 
Filipino Catholics, which we have in great 
numbers in our area.”

“| would be willing to accept it, but it’s a 
fulltime job, and I’m pastor of a church 
with 3,000 or 4,000 Catholic families,” he 
said. 


Touching on another area of his special 
concern, Bishop Straling said something 
new in the diocese will be the appointment 
of a justice and peace director, to work 
with the Board of Catholic Charities. 


“THE CHURCH has been very richin her 
doctrines and social teachings, but the 
problem is how are these to be 
implemented on the local level.” 


The establishment of a justice and 
peace commission is a result of needs 
expressed to the San Diego Diocesan 
Synod, which Bishop Straling headed. He 
said it would primarily help parishes come 
to grips with their social problems.

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The age of the laity 
The people are 
called to take up 
their vocation

One of the easiest ways to misunderstand the church is to 
look at it from the point of view of who does its work. While 
some wait for pastors to pass out parish jobs, others without 
any pastoral job descriptions are out listening to their 
neighbors in their time of need. Some wait for church bodies to 
make statements on issues of import, such as the nuclear arms 
race, while others are seeking to understand and to act 
politically. 

Vatican Council II has ushered in what is commonly known 
as the age of the laity. It must be said that a dozen years later 
that age has only budded; it has not produced the rich 
widespread development of understanding that it might have. 


THE TERM, the age of the laity, involves ideally a people 
aware that they are the church, responsible for inviting the 
presence of the Lord Jesus in their parish, their city and their 
world. They are responsible to Christ’s counsel to live the 
beatitudes—themselves. The laity are not those who are left 
over after the clerical pie is cut; the laity are the heart of the 
church. And the hearts of anything give power to the whole. 

This age of the laity asks the people of God to identify 
themselves as the church, the body of the risen Lord united 
with humanity. It does not ask an identification of one’s person 
as someone who belongs to the service organization called the

church because he or she believes in it. 


The age of the laity is not’a polite term for a new division of 
labor necessary because many priests and sisters have left their 
public ministry. The term means just what it says: an age in 
which lay people are called to understand who they are and to 
act as what they are, people responsible for inviting others into 
the human and faith life of their community. 


THEY ARE NOT passive dependents who wait to be told 
from higher up what needs to be done or who needs healing. 
There are signs of hope that many persons are joining their 
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efforts and giving their particular talents along with the priests 
and religious. : 


For the full ministry of the church, we must all. make a , 
contribution in accordance with our talents. As Christians, this 
is our responsibility. People who answer this responsibility 
understand that what they do is not task-oriented by primary 
intent but flows from the nature. of their lives as persons 
baptized in the Lord Jesus. 


. Lay people in our day are not asked to extra-credit activity 
because of the man or woman power shortage in the church. 
They are called to the nature of their vocation. The church 
really has no problem with too little man or woman power—it is 
more a problem of learning to channel the vast human 
resources it has. 


FOR MANY LAY persons, this experience of respon- 
sibility will be new and even a bit shaking because for a long 
time they have not assumed the power and the energy which is 
theirs. 


No one denies that there are lots of things to do in the church 
these days. Only one eye open on a hazy day reveals a 
landscape of need—a need far too great for busy pastors, 
priests and religious to deal with alone. 


If the Christian community has asked its pastors, priests, 
nuns, brothers and deacons to do everything with very little 
help, then it can only blame itself when it experiences 
dissatisfaction (for example, sermons often suffer if priests are 
overloaded). 


IF IT FINDS its worship life saggy and dull, there is no need 
to make anyone the scapegoat. The problem may welllie in the 
center of the community and the pool of unused energy and 
gifts therein. 


The need for many parishes is to call the laity to full life. 
People fear that they are only workers in a parish while the 
truth of the matter is all the people, clergy and laity, are the 
parish. It has no landscape but their lives. 


An old adage goes: “We get what we deserve.” At this time in 
the church we will get what we are.

The cure of the man 
with the withered hand 


By Father John J. Castelot 


No one is sure when or how the obser- 
vance of the Sabbath began. There have been 
no clear parallels for it found in the 
surrounding cultures. As far as its develop- 
ment can be traced, it seems to have been 
motivated at first by humanitarian consider- 
ations, to ensure at least one day of rest from 
the hard manual labor which was the order of 
the day. 


In the Deuteronomic version of the Ten 
Commandments, the Israelites were com- 
manded to rest and forbidden to make any 
member of the household.do any work, even 
their male or female servants, “For remember 
that you too were once siaves.in Egypt, and 
the Lord, your God, brought you from there 
with nis strong hand and outstretched arm. 
That is why the Lord, your God, has 
commanded you to observe the Sabbath day” 
(Deuteronomy 5:15). 


IT WAS A carefree day, relaxed and 
happy. In the course of time, however, the 
original motivation was forgotten or ignored, 
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and the observance of the day was cluttered 
with restrictions more conducive to tension 
than relaxation. 


And the guardians of orthodoxy made the 
keeping of all these annoying regulations the 
touchstone of true religion. Anyone who 
departed from them was looked upon as a 
sinner. 


This sort of shackling legalism, a travesty of 
true religion, was abhorrent to Jesus. He 
refused to put institutions above people. For 


him, “the Sabbath was made for man, not . 


man for the Sabbath” (Mark 2:28). 


HIS ATTITUDE scandalized the “better” 
people and was the occasion of several 
controversies in which he got involved. In 
fact, he seems deliberately to have provoked 
these confrontations in order to get his point 
across, and his adversaries began to watch 
him closely to catch him breaking the law, 
which was really a law of their own devising. 


On one occasion he went to their 
synagogue—and Matthew calls it rather 
pointedly ‘their’ synagogue—where there was 
in the congregation a poor fellow whose hand

And now he became a pawn in a contro- 
versy, at least as far as the Pharisees were 
concerned: “They kept an eye on Jesus to see 
whether he would heal him on the Sabbath, 
hoping to be able to bring an accusation 
against him” (Mark 3:2). 


JESUS SAW HIM differently. His heart 
went out to this unfortunate man and, without 
a moment’s hesitation, and on his own 
initiative, called out to him: “Stand up here in 
front!” (Mark 3:3). 


What a tableau! The deformed man stands - 


in plain sight of everybody instead of hiding as 
he always had. He is embarrassed, yet 
excited, expectant and strangely hopeful. 
Jesus just looks at him with a reassuring 
smile. Perhaps he puts a hand on the man’s 
shivering shoulder. 


But he does have something to say to the 
self-righteous, law-abiding members of the 
congregation: “Is it permitted to do a good 
deed on the Sabbath—or an evil one? To 
preserve life—or to destroy it?” (Mark 3:4). 


ACTUALLY he overstates the case. This 
was not a matter of life or death, and he could 
have avoided trouble by waiting until the 
morrow. But they get the point, and are 
reduced to silence. 


the world. This is what in the New Testament sense 
a laymen is.”—Georgia Harkness, “The Church 
and its Laity,” 1962. 


Then Mark, with his characteristically 
frank portrayal of Jesus’ emotions, tells us 
that he “looked around at them with anger, 
for he was deeply grieved that they had closed 
their minds against him” (Mark 3:5; contrast 
Luke 6:9). 


Then he says to the man, quite simply: 
“Stretch out your hand.” There is no abra- 
cadabra, no razzle-dazzle, not evena gesture, 
just a creative word: “Stretch out your hand.” 


THE MAN HADN'T dared to stretch it 
out before in a mute plea for help, but now he 
did, “and his hand was perfectly restored” 
(Mark 3:5). 


Weare left to imagine the amazed delight of 
the rehabilitated cripple. “I’m normal! I’m like 
other people. I can work and do all those 
wonderfully simple little things I could only 
dream of doing.” And all because Jesus cared 
more about him as a human being than he did 
about the silly rules that “good” people had 
identified with religion. 


We are, however, told what the reaction of 
these “good” people was. They were furious, 
furious that Jesus had publicly silenced them 
with a single question and had defied the 
system in which they took such overweening 
pride.

She walked through 
the eye of a needle

Elegance says it all when taking aclose look 
at the life and times of Mother Katherine 
Drexel. 


Were Katherine Hepburn ever to think of 
performing the life of a nun, she would not do 
better than to dramatize the story of this Main 
Line-like lady steeped in the aristocratic 
behavior of old money, private governesses, 
sterling silver, quiet estates, tall brownstones, 
cruises to Europe, the Social Register, rounds 
of parties, a time when you could get “good 
help” and, in summary, a touch of class on all 
sides. 


KATHERINE DREXEL, born in Philadel- 
phia in 1858, inherited two fortunes, one from 
her father, Francis Anthony Drexel, and one 
from her stepmother, Emma Bouvier. 


A rich young lady, with the world at her 
command, she could look forward to a life of 
comfort, ease and grace. However, deep 


_ within her was a spiritual yearning to be 


something more than a socialite. 


In full possession of her double inheritance 
by the time she was 28, she was singularly 
moved by the educational plight of the blacks 
and Indians. The Council of Baltimore, in the 
previous year, had alerted American Catho- 
lics about the need to do something for blacks 
and Indians. 


THIS APPEAL of the bishops touched a 
responsive chord in the heart of Katherine 
Drexel and moved her to do something about 
it. 

The gospels tell a story about Jesus being 
approached by a rich young man asking 
about salvation. Jesus told him to sell all he 


had, give it to the poor, and follow him in 
evangelical poverty. That radical demand of 
Christ reached the ears of Katherine Drexel 
as well. 


The rich young man found the challenge 
too great and walked sadly away from Christ. 
That was when Jesus noted how hard it was 
for the rich to be detached from their 
possessions. “It is easier for a camel to pass 
through a needle’s eye, than for a rich man to 
enter the kingdom of heaven.” (Matthew 
19:24) 


THIS RICH YOUNG Philadelphia lady 
decided that Christ was right. She accepted 
his challenge and walked through the eye of 
the needle. She journeyed to Rome to ask Leo 
XIII to recommend a religious order to whom 
she could give her fortune. She attached only 
one string—the money must be used for the 
black and Indian missions. 


Though impressed with her’ generosity, 
Pope Leo felt it was not enough. The outright 
donation of two family fortunes was a 
spectacular move, but what about the gift of 
one’s life as well? 


Katherine agreed and returned to Phila- 
delphia, determined to give her life as a 
consecrated woman to the service of the 
black and Indian missions. Her announce- 
ment sent a predictable shudder through the 
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family and rattled the teacups of the matrons 
of the Main Line. 


SHE ENTERED the novitiate of the 
Sisters of Mercy. In 1891, she and a few 
friends founded the Sisters of the Blessed 
Sacrament for Indians and Colored People in 
a convent made over from the old Drexel 
summer home at Torresdale, Pa. 


In the decades that followed, she built and 
maintained missions and schools all over 
the country. The blue-blooded lay woman 
who once traveled first class now took the day 
coach to visit her 49 foundations. - 


What might be termed the substance of her 
spiritual vision? It was compassion for the 
deprived and the ideal of evangelical poverty. 
Mother Drexel empathized with the profound 
educational and religious needs of the blacks 
and Indians of this country. 


‘SHE WAS a rich lady who understood 
what the poor and rejected people were most 
in need of—opportunity for self-improve- 
ment, a chance to become somebody, ashare 
in the wonder and beauty of knowing Christ’s 
love and forgiveness. 


By the time of her death in her 96th year, 
she had spent more than $12 million of her 
inheritance on work for the black and Indian 
missions of this country—and those were 
uninflated dollars.
